5. Claims 1 - 27 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 
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6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not disclose or suggest a programmable mask for use in a lithographic setup, a 
system for maskless optical lithography; a method for performing an optical lithographic 
step on a substrate, or a method of labeling a substrate in a optical lithographic step 
which used an electro-wetting mask (a mask having a non-polar fluid that is not 
transparent to the illumination source and a polar fluid that is transparent to the 
illumination source; and the fluids are immiscible) as claimed. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The references disclose means to pattern the substrate in a 
lithographic apparatus, but do not disclose a mask as disclosed by the applicant.
